In the Central and Northcentral 
States the majority of alfalfa 
seeding« are established with a 
companion crop. These give a 
return from the land during the 
seeding y ear, control growth of 
annual weeds, and help prevent 
wind and water erosion. In this 
area, if handled properly , little 
if any damage is caused by such 
a crop. 
Various companion crops were 
used in a recent Michigan study 
including several varieties of oats 
and barley , Germ an m illet, 
Blackhaw k soy beans, common 
Sudangrass, and Silverhull buck 
wheat. They were all drilled solid 
and Grimm alfalfa was broad 
cast with each crop in the same 
operation at 8 pounds per acre.

What kind of fertilizer to use and 
how much of it can be used ef­ 
ficiently are common q uestions a- 
bout soil treatm ents. 
It was no t 
long ago that field experiments 
and demonstrations were the only 
guides for determining the kind 
and amounts of fertliizer to use. 
Now with 96 counites having soil 
testing laboratories, there is no 
longer any need for guess work in 
fertility practices. 
A soil test is an inventory of the 
chemical nutrients consisting of 
stable 
organic 
m atter, 
soluble 
phosphate, exchangeable calcium, 
potassium, magnesium, 
and hy ­ 
drogen, 
a 
non-nutrient 
and by ­ 
product of plant growth. The tests 
are reported as indexes of t h e 
levels of the various nutrients in 
the soil. 
The 
basic 
philosophy 
of 
soil 
treatm ents is to eliminate 
t h e 
various plant nutrients as limiting 
factors of production. Therefore, it 
is a long time proposition and not 
one of testing the soil to determine 
the req uirements for a given crop. 
The interpretation of the soil test 
is very important in determining 
the amount of mineral elements, 
that need to be applied to remove 
the existing deficiencies. To make 
satisfactory interpretations of t h e 
chemical tests it is necessary to 
know about the previous treat­ 
ments made on th efield and the 
cropping history . 
Soil tests need not be made oft- 
ener than every 6 to 8 y ears after 
corrective treatm ents have been 
applied. It takes considerable time 
for the corrective treatm ents of 
limestone, phosphates, and potas­ 
sium to become well enough dis­ 
persed through the soil to detect 
much change by soil testing. Also, 
chemicals used in the soil testing 
laboratories are not the same as 
those used in determining analy sis 
of fertilizers which tell us about 
soluble 
and 
available elements. 
The soil test is not reported in the 
same term s as the analy sis of fer­ 
tilizers. This fact makes it impos­ 
sible to test a soil soon after treat­ 
ment with any degree of accuracy .

In the Central and Northcentral 
States the majority of alfalfa 
scedings are established with a 
companion crop. These give a 
return from the land during the 
seeding year, control growth of 
annual weeds, and help prevent 
wind and water erosion. In this 
area, if handled properly, little 
if any damage is caused by such 
a crop. 
Various companion crops were 
used in a recent Michigan study 
including several varieties of oats 
and barley, G erm an millet, 
B lackhaw k soybeans, common 
Sudangrass, and Silverhull buck­ 
wheat. They were all drilled solid 
and Grimm alfalfa was broad­ 
cast with each crop in the same 
operation at 8 pounds per acre. 
The oats, barley, millet and 
soybeans were either removed 
as hay or for grain. The buck­ 
wheat and Sudangrass were cut 
for hay in early bloom and later 
for grain. After companion crops 
were removed, a stand count of 
alfalfa was made in late October 
and hay yields were taken the 
following year.

What kind of fertilizer to use and 
how much of it can be used ef­ 
ficiently are common questions a- 
bout soil treatments.

A soil test is an inventory of the

product of plant growth. The tests 
are reported as indexes of t h e 
levels of the various nutrients in 
the soil.

To You - Mr. Farmer 


What kind of fertilizer to use and 
how much of it can be used ef­ 
ficiently are common questions a- 
bout soil treatm ents. It was n o t 
long ago that field experim ents 
and dem onstrations were the only 
guides for determ ining the kind 
and am ounts of fertliizer to use. 
Now with 96 counites having soil 
testing laboratories, there is no 
longer any need for guess work in 
fertility practices. 
A soil test is an inventory of the 
chem ical 
nutrients 
consisting of 
stable 
organic 
m atter, 
soluble 
phosphate, exchangeable calcium , 
potassium , 
m agnesium , 
and 
hy­ 
drogen. 
a 
non-nutrient 
and 
by­ 
product of plant growth. The tests 
are reported as indexes of t h e 
levels of the various nutrients in 
the soil. 
The 
basic 
philosophy 
of 
soil 
treatm ents is to elim inate t h e 
various plant nutrients as lim iting 
factors of production. Therefore, it 
is a long tim e proposition and not 
one of testing the soil to determ ine 
the requirem ents for a given crop. 
The interpretation of the soil test­ 
is very im portant In determ ining 
the am ount of m ineral elem ents, 
that need to be applied to rem ove 
the existing deficiencies. To m ake 
satisfactory interpretations of t h e 
chem ical tests it is necessary to 
know’ 
about the previous tre a t­ 
m ents m ade on th efield and the 
cropping history. 
Soil tests need not be m ade oft­ 
ener than every 6 to 8 years after 
corrective treatm ents have been 
applied. It takes considerable tim e 
for the corrective treatm ents of 
limestone, phosphates, and potas­ 
sium to becom e well enough dis­ 
persed through the soil to detect 
much change by soil testing. Also, 
chem icals used in the soil testing 
laboratories are not the sam e as 
those used in determ ining analysis 
of fertilizers which tell us about

The soil test is not reported in the 
sam e term s as the analysis of fer­ 
tilizers. This fact m akes it im pos­ 
sible to test a soil soon after tre a t­ 
m ent W'ith any degree of accuracy.
